when the great fire of 1871 wwcpt that 
lortion of tho city out of cxistcnee. Jle 
torrowcd the money to complete, or 
athcr to almost complete—some $200, 
)00—from the Connecticut Life Insur- 
ance Company. When Honore was do- 
lured a bankrupt the Insurance Com- 
lauy foreclosed its mortgage on the 
milding.
